ARMS FOR MILITIA. 


Senator Hawley | Thinks They Should 
Have Springfield Rifles. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Rev. Mr. Mill- 
burn, the blind chaplain of the Senate, in 
an eloquent prayer on the Christmas season, 
made passing allusion to current public 
events by invoking peace and goodwill 
among the nations of the earth. 

On motion of Mr. Allison (Rep.) Iowa, the 
Senate agreed that when adjournment be 
taken it be until Friday. 

Presenting a bill authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to issue Springfield rifies to 
State military organizations in exchange 
for.cld guns, Mr. Hawley (Rep.), Connecti- 
cut, gaid: “In order that this shall not be 
construed so’as to add to the war scare, I 
. will say it is merely a quéstion of business. 

Many of the guns in use by State troops are 
of antiquated pattern: By the adoption cf 
the Kragg-Jorgensen gun—which I think 
was a mistake—the War Department has 
on hand a large supply of good Springfield 
rifles, and the National Guards should have 
them in exchange for the worthiess arms.

10 see an attorney and that if any cash 
had been found she knew nothing of it. 
She also stated that her mother, when 
on Her death-bed, had admonished some of 
the children to search for valuable papers, 
but had been. unable to state anything 
further, 

Fred Baudendistel could not be found, but 
the attorney who. drew up Mrs. Bauden- 
distel’s will said that the story had prob- 
ably gained currency from the finding of 
the bank book, which had not been seen 
since the old lady’s death. It was learned 
from another source that there were two 
bank books—one on ‘the Lafayeite Bank and 
one on the German American of St. Louis, 
and that the bank books called for some- 
thing like $4,000. 

This amount, it seems, the children knew 
nothing of and it proved an agreeable sur-

Mayor Walibridge granted an open hear- 
ing Tuesday morning to the friends and 
opponents of the Manchester road franchise 
which passed the Municipal Assembly. last 
week. J. B. Case, president of the Man- 


chester road; Major B. D. Lee, attorney for 
the St. Louis and Suburban, and Samuel 

. Ke represented the company 
while L. J. Howard and Hon. Jeff Pollard 
appeared as protestants. 

Mr. Howard stated that he owned 2,000 
feet of property’ a ong the line of the pro- 
posed extension and he wanted some guar- 
antee that the railroad company would 
leave the street in condition. 

According to ordinance whieh is 
now before your or,” he said, “there 
is no provision whatever to compel the rail- 
road to repair or put the street in good 
shape. it is for thie reason that I ask 
you ‘to delay your decision until such a 
provision is made and unless this is done’ 
we give notice now that we will call on 
the city to pay for the paving of the street. 

Manchester road is one of the most imr 

rtant streets in the city and no other 

ighway.can bé laid out to take its place. 
The road is now in such a condition that it 
is absolutely impassable from King’s high- 
way to the city limits. In case of fire our 
interests are j rdized. No fire engine 
in the city can get over Manchester road 
in time to do “ee g00d. We are simply he!p- 
less in case of fire, and the way things are 
going we will be in that position for years 
to come. Péeople who have to earn a living 
by hauling over this road find their profits 
all taken m them, and yet the railroad 
company is not doing a thing to help them 
out, There are great holes An the street 
which Wave been there for more than 
thirty days, and the only attempt that has 
been made toll them up has been to dump 
in a lot of material taken from the street 
and which is owned by the city. This mater- 
ial has only haif done the work, which 
should have been thoroughly doné.”’ 


Jefferson Pollard stated that he came to 
protest in the name of a“large number of 
property owners along Manchester road be- 
tween King’s highway and Sarah street. 

“In the first place,” he said, “* they are 
laying their tracks on the surface instead 
of grading the street from building line to 
building line, as is provided in .the ordin- 
‘ance. There are stores alon the street 
now which are four feet beloW the grade. 
and we have no evidence that the matier 
will be righted. Again; we claim that the 
franchise for the Manchester road was 
Signed Dec. 15, 1892, and work was not 
begun until about Dec. 15, 1898. The entire 
work should have been done in two years. 
As it now stands, there is no prospect of 
the work being done for months to come. 
This looks like a clear violation of the or- 
dinance.”’ 

“All that we ask is that you continue the 
hearing until such time as the property 
Owners can come in a body and protest 
against this giving a@way a valuable fran- 
— without giving the city any adequate 
return.”’ 


Pollard inted out that the franchise 
upon which the road was being constructed 
was originally granted ‘to other parties, 
and, after being hawked about the streets 
for months, was finally sold to a number of 
prominent men. Some of them were under- 
stood to be owners of the St. Louis and 
Suburban line. 

All this was vouched for by L. J. Howard, 
who added that it had been done through 
the influence of Robert E. McMath, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements. 

“I appealed to Mr. McMath a number 
of times,”” he said, “for an opinion either 
as an official or as a private citizen. Time 
after time I appealed to him to know if the 
railzoad company had a right to tear up the 
street leave it, but to this day I have 
never able to get any kind of an 
opinion m him. I want to. say in plain 
langua that the Manchester road com- 
pany is stealing macadam from the city 
and is using it for its own purpose. it 
has done thie in a great many instances 
and has shown no disposition to buy any 
material,”’ 

Sam Kennard, on behalf of the suburban 
people, said he would assure the Mayor that 
the ordinance would be complied with, 
Claiming that all the opposition to the bill 
came from the same class of people which 
has been obstructing the marek a erosress 
in St. Louis for a generation. R 

Mr. Howard denied that he was opposed 
to improvements, but claimed that the peo- 
ple should be protected from the areed of 
the corporations who were given valuable 
franchises without offering to do a thing 
in return. He wanted the ordinance com- 
plied with, and served notice that the city 
would be held to a strict accountability. 

The Mayor gave notice that he would not 
consider the bill at present. 

“I will make it a point,” said he, “to go 
over the route of the proposed extension 
with some of the members of the Board 
of Public Improvements and then I. will 
be better able to judge the merits of the 
case. Until this 's done the mater will be 
held in abeyance.”’ 

President Case made an efforf*to deny this, 
but finally admitted that it was the city’s 
macadam which was being used, 

During the progress of a desultory dis- 
cussion, in which all took a hand, it came 
out thatthe contractor, who was building 
the road, had agreed to accept bonds in 
payment for his work. It was charged also 
that according to the printed notices of the 
company the new extension is to be i- 
talized at $750,000 and bonded for $750,000, 
in spite of the fact that it is\merely a 
branch to be built from the city limits to 
a connection with the Suburban. As it will 
Secure its power from the latter company 
it is easy to see that but a small portion of 
the $1,500,000 will bé needed to meet the cost 
of construction. The rest will be water. 

Some objections were also meade to the 
peculiar manner in which the franchise was 
pushed through the House of Delegates. No 
regular meeting of the Railroad Committee 
seems to have been held to consider the 
matter and the printed ‘bill was not re- 
ceived from the printer by the (Clerk of 
thé House until 4 o'clock of the day on 
which it was passed. 

Delegate Sullivan. pretested in vain 
against the hasty action and offered a num- 
ber of amendments, all of which were voted 
down. He wanted a guarantee from the 
company that it would leave the str in 
as good a condition as it found it and that 
it would keep the street clean at all times 
but this was lost. ,

Drayage Co. One of the most influential 
members ofthe Vehicle Owners’ As- 
sociation has decided that he i will 
bring suit to recover 14% per cent 
of the money he has  ~»paid to 
the bridge and ferry, and make his claims 
the basis of an action for damages. 

He has the bills of the bridge and-ferfy 
company, dating back thre¢ years or more, 
and his attorney has advised him that he: 
has good caust for action. ‘The first suit 
is likely to precipitate a dozen others if the 
poo} mdhipulators allow; it-to go to trial, 
but under the circumstances it is thought 
an effort will be made to compromise in 
every case. 


The Business Men’s League will take the

CUMULATIVE VOTING 


Ceurt of Appeals Decision Affecting 
Corporation Elections.

In a decision handed down Tuesday by 
the St. Louls Court ef Appeals, the ques- 
tion of cumulative voting in corporation 
elections is considerably cleared up. The 
decision is of interest to stoékholders in 
corporations, and may effect the validity of\ 


a number of elections of this kind. 

This case grew out of the internal fight 
over the control of the Commercial Tele- 
graph Company. Early in 189 an election 
was held for directors, which resulted in 
the election of three directors of the ma- 
jority faction and two of the minority 
faction: .The stockholders of the minority 
faction cast a cumulative vote, and on the 
first ballot their candidates had a ma- 
jority. The other faction then withdrew 
their ballots by permission ,of the inspect- 
ors and also cast a cumulative vote, which 
materially. change) the result and enabled 
the majority faction to elect @ majority of 
the directors. 

The minority faction them applied in the 
Cireuit Court for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the majority faction to cast Up the 
involved, was the right to change the vote. 
vote as first cas! In oe the question 
The defendants demurre® but the demurrer 
was overruled and the writ was ma im- 
perative. 

The Court of Appeals reversed this de- 
cision. It held that the el was an 
open one, and that the st ) had a/| 
right to change their vote if they 80 de- 
sired. The law of cumulative vyotl was 
designed to protect the minority stockhold- 
ers, but not to enable the minority to over- 
ride the majority In this case it appears’ 
that the Minority elected two out of ‘five 
directors, and it does not appear that by 
any subsequent election they could have 
elected any more. Hence the judgment is 
reversed and the mandamug.is dismissed.

- WHOLBSALE GROCERS. _ 


Several Impertant Topics Discussed at 
Last Night’s Meetiag. 


An important meeting of the wholesale 
grocers of St. Louts was held at the South- 
ern Hotel Monday night. There was an in- 
formal dinner, followed by a general dis- 


cussion of the grocery business. 

The meeting was presided over by E. G. 
Scudder, with twenty-six members present, 
emeiing Jacob Furth, a W. Goddard, 
W. B. Schweppe, L. A. Anderson, Jas. W. 
Anderson, W. K. Roth, Louis Landau; L. J. 
Peck, j . Blemes, Fritz Goebel, Max 
Bodenheimer, Chas, C. Clark, Richard and 
Cc. F. Blanke, F. D. Seward, Charles Gilde- 
haus, A. Moll, John C,. Meeks, Henry Meyer, 
Louis W. Buschmann and others. he 
Chairman was instructed to appoint a com- 
mittee to draw up 4 programme for the an- 
nual meeting to be held in January. 

W. E. Schweppe and others discussed the 
superseding of the Traffic Commission by 
the Transportation Department of the Bus- 
iness Men's League. The opinions ex- 
pressed were that the present arrangement 
is not satisfactory. But one grocery firm 
in the city is affiliated with the Business 
Men's League, and the grocery interests are 
not, it is claimed, considered of great im- 
portance by the Transportation Department. 
No action was taken, but the question will 
receive further attention at the annual 
meeting. 

A communication was received from the 
Merchants’ Exchange requesting the co- 
operation of the grocers in the project of 
Isaac M. Mason and eb M. Samuel to 
deepen the Mississippi River channel south 
of St. Louls. The chair was instructed to 
appoint a committee to render all possible 
assistance. 

The discrimination against St. Louis 
practiced by the United States Govern- 
ment in buying supplies for the Western 
military posts was generally discussed. The 
military posts are all more directly tribu- 
tary to St. Louis than to any other primary 
supply market, yet nearly all of the pro- 
visions are purchased in Chicago. 

A committee will be_appointed Friday to 
take up the question withthe St. Louis 
members of Congress, with a view to hav- 
ing these orders placed in St. Louis. 


DIDN'T ROB THE CONDUCTOR. 
“Sirull” Ward's, Strost Car Fight Was 


“Skull,” alias Martin Ward, a saloon- 
keeper at Ashley and Collins streets, is un- 
der arrest at the Fourth District Station 
and is suspected of attempting to rob Con- 
ductor John Raney of car No. 15 on the 
Cass Avenue Street Railway Tuesday night. 

Ward and an unknown man got on the 
west-boung car at Seventh and Carr streets 
about 9:20 o’clocK, and when the car had 
passed Ninth street on Cass avenue Ward's 
companion struck Raney and the men had 
a fight on the platform. The trolley came 
off, leaving the car in, darkness, and the 
passengers shouted “‘police.”” Ward and his 
companion jumped off and ran to Eleventh 
street and Cass avenue, where Ward was 
arrested in Timothy’s saloon by Sergt. Mc- 
Farland and Officer McCarty. The other fel- 
low escaped. Ward denies knowing the man. 

Capt. Phillipsj/had Conductor ey call 
at the station Tuesday and he identified 
Ward as one of his assailants. Raney said: 
‘Two men got on the car and one of them 
asked me what I was mad about. I told him 
to mind his own business dnd both of 
them struck me. I fell on the platform and 
they tried to go through my pockets, but 
failed and ran away. There was no at- 
tempt to hold up the car and no guns were 
displayed.”’ . . ; 

Ward keeps a tough joint in the Third 
District and part of the “Snake” Kenney 
gang are his associates, although he has 
no police record. He.denied any implication 
in the affair and said: “Some young fellow 
got on thé car fust after I did, but I don’t 
know him. He and the ‘conductor had a 
row about change, and when the fight began. 
I fell off the car in the mud. I was. pretty 
drunk and went into Martin Timothy's 
saloon to wash off the nifud. ere I was 
arrested. I didn’t attempt to any one, 
and coe Nong Sgr who isa guy, was 
respon e r the row.’’. 

Capt. Phillips wil. fully investigate the 
case.

Periodical Looting of the Secoad Police 
District Tribunal. 


Thieves paid the Second District Police 
Court their periodical visit Monday night 
in their professional capacity.

The fact that business was so slightly 
affected by the flurry is a most reassur- 
ing sign. It demonstrates the sound con- 
dition of trade. It shows that the rising 
tide of prosperous activity is too strong 
to be checked by sudden scares in the 
stock markets. The prospect of profit- 
able returns aré too good to keep prices 


low and money in retirement. 


Color is given to the suspicion that 
some of the excitement was wholly arti- 


policy and the bond scheme along by the 
President's quick use of it to scare Con- 
gress tnto gold-standard, corporation- 
credit legislation. This is the ugliest 
feature of the incident. 

Business is safe and the scare has 
turned out fortunately in that it prom- 
ises to do more for bimetallism than for 
the single gold standard. 


TWO VALUABLE LESSONS. 


Two valuable lessons may bé gathered 
from the circumstances of the Phila- 
delphia street-car strike which has just 
been brought to an end by mutual con- 
cessions. ‘ 

ne is that the time to resort to ar- 
bitration is before hostilities begin. In 
the agreement of the company and its 
employes, which was arrived at through 
the good offices of outside parties, both 
sides yielded a part of their claims. The 
company recognizes the union and re- 
dressed some of the grievances of the 
men. The men abated some of their de- 
mands. 25: 

But while the strike has been on the 
company and the men have lost $500,000, 
and the business of the city has greatly 
suffered from the stoppage of traffic. 
The people have been subjected to great 
hardships. The agreement could have 
been reached as well before as after the 
strike. 

Anotifer lesson is that of the danger of 
consolidation of street-car lines without 
the Strongest sdfeguards against op- 
pression. Street-car managers who 
favor consolidation assert that it is good 
for the public because it enables the com- 
panies to sgve expenses and to give bet- 
ter service for less money. 

The experience of Philadelphia effect- 
ually disposes of this argument. Consoli- 
dation of the street-car lines there was 
a curse to both the public and the em- 
ployes. Having established a monopoly 
free from competition, the consolidated 
companies imposed harder terms on the 
men and raised fares. All transfers 
were at once cut of. The course of the 
monopoly was so outrageous that de- 
spite the hardships caused by the stop- 
page of traffic and the violence arising 
from the strike, public sympathy was 
solidly on the side of thé men. The 
people refused to ride in cars run by new 
men. 

When the street-car companies want 
to get rid of competition and reduce ex- 
penses by consolidation, it. is not for the 
benefit of the public, but for dividends. 
All the benefits the public get from 
monopoly must be wrung from it. 


MUTUAL LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 


Mr. Charles De Kay, United States 
Consul-General at Berlin, describes in 
the Consular Reports for December a 
most interesting and useful form of 
mutual loan association that has “been 
highly successful in Germany. The 


try has resulted in the small farmer and 
trader being able to do business without 
the aid of the usurer. American farmers 
and others who have suffered from the 
effects of usury would do well to study 
the organization of such societies. Such 
a system is as badly needed in America 
as it was in Germany. 

These German bodies are known as 
Raiffeisen Associations, after their foun- 
der, Their strength consists in unlimited 
liability. Their rules are the result of 
jong experience and are wery strict. 
They have been proved to be so safe that 
the banks have: declared themselves 


_ready to grant the associations credit, 


merely on the ground of their unlimited 
liability and without asking for “any 
other guaranty. 

These associations are not. building as- 

socijations. They enable persons of small 
means to transact any kind of business. 
The association has two ferms, one 
adapted to al communities, where 
long loans are preférable, and the other 
so organized as to supply the require- 
ments of city traders in a small way. 
The country associations enable the 
themselves with 
stocks of seeds, fertilizers, fodder, fuel 
and flour, without recourse to the usurer 
for advances. , y 

This system of co-operation has ex- 


ized that no‘ less than 605 Raiffeisen As- 
sociations have united in an organiza- 
tion known as a “ desverband. In the 
year 1894 Jt did a usiness amounting to
